A.T.S. 
widows get 
family 
allowances 


IR JAMES GRIGG, War 
Minister, has announced 
that family allowances will be 
paid in future to widows in the 
A.T.S. who have dependent 
children. 


Rates and conditions under 
which they will be issued will, 
in general, be the same as for 
soldiers with motherless 
children. 


A soldier maintaining a home 
with a full-time housekeeper re- 
ceives full allowance as if he 
had a wife, amounting to 18s. a 
week, plus the qualifying allot- 
ment of 7s., of which the Gov- 
ernment pays half. Children’s 
allowances are Qs. .6d. for the 
first child, 8s. 6d. for the second, 
and 7s. 6d. for others: 


A soldier not keeping a home 
receives the ordinary children’s 
allowances, plus 50 per cent., for 
the first and second child. A sol- 
dier with more than two child- 
ren receives a guardian’s allow- 
ance of 13s., instead of the 50 
per cent. grant, and pays only 
half the compulsory allotment 
if he has one child, two-thirds if 
he has two children, and the 
whole allotment if there are 
more than two.

GIR WALTER WOM- 
ERSLEY, Minister of 


Pensions, told a deputa- 
tion at Stoke last week 
that his aim was to set up 
Pensions Appeals.

He still continues, however, 
to take up the. attitude that 
shortage of doctors prevents 
him. 

In fact, only fifty doctors are 
required out of over 65,000 in 
the country, and recent events 
do not show that Sir Walter has 
taken any very energetic steps 
to secure the services of these 
men, 

Major Milner (Lab., Leeds, 
S.E.) pressed the Minister of 
Pensions in the House last week 
for the date on which he asked 
the British Medical Association 
to provide medical men for 
Pensions Appeals Tribunals. 


Sir Walter Womersley said he 
could not reply to such a ques- 
tion, and denied the suggestion 
of Major Milner that such a re- 
quest had, indeed, never been 
made. 

To Sir Ian Fraser’s (Cons., 
Lonsdale) suggestion that Sir 
Walter broadcast requests for 
the necessary doctors over the 
B.B.C., the Minister replied 
that he had already advertised 
in the medical Press and had 
had a certain number of replies. 
He added, however, that if the 
hon. and gallant member could 
see the comments made along- 
side the applications which he 
had investigated, he would 
know exactly how difficult the 
position was.

SHUTTLE 
SERVICE FOR 
WOUNDED 


[THE Air Evacuation 

Scheme, a_ shuttle 
service of transport and 
ambulance aircraft, has 
saved hundreds of lives 
in the great battles of 
the Western Desert. Many 
badly wounded officers 
and men, who might have 
died in the desert have 
been flown back to the 
base hospitals. 


The Royal Air Force has 
done signal service in this 
little known scheme since 
the campaign opened on 
October 23. On one_ day 
alone’ sixty-eight seriously 
wounded men were flown 
from the advanced medical 
stations to the base _ hos- 
pitals. The system was so 
efficient that Australian and 
New Zealand wounded were 
taken to their own hospitals 
in the north of Egypt. 
“Hundreds of lives have been 

saved,” said the group captain 
in charge of R.A.F. medical ser- 
vices in the Western Desert 
when discussing the Air Eva- 
cuation Scheme. “It is in- 
teresting to note that of a hun- 
dred cases of men wounded in 
the head and flown back to base, 
only ten died.” 

Whether it is for their 
own personnel, Army casual- 
ties or enemy wounded, the 
ambulance aircraft are always 


there. Unarmed and _ unes- 
corted in the most forward 
seo they are doing a fine 
job. 


One aircraft brought back 
thirteen stretcher cases and 
numerous “sitting” cases in 
one trip.

The “Better-Age” Report 


W. R. HIPWELL 
‘ 


T[}HE last post-war maxim was “a peace for 
you and a piece for me ”—hence this war. 

Sir William Beveridge has apparently supplied 
the noose to break that old order’s neck, for if 
his recommendations are adopted those return- 
ing Servicemen will be unanimous in their 
thanks to him for defining the “ New Order ” at 
last. 

Everyone is too fully aware of the details of 
the report for me to refer to them here, but in 
passing, readers should remember that our 
thanks are also due to Mr. Arthur Greenwood 
who, as former Minister of Reconstruction, gave 
the necessary orders for the inquiry. 

In a land where 90 per cent. of the popula- 
tion live on only half of the National Income, 
and i per cent. have one-sixth of it, and where 
8,000,000 of our fellow beings have been 
medically condemned as under-nourished, it 
is to the-undying discredit of the present Gov- 
ernment that these recommendations were not 
called for long ago. 

But when one considers that two-thirds of the 
Government are the representatives of that $ per 
cent. living upon one-sixth of our. National 
Income, and that it is upon these few that the 
main financial burden must fall, one can well 
understand the reasons for the delay. 

It is to the credit of the progressives in the 
House, however, that the person responsible 
for the report is one of the third who repre- 
sents the other 993 per cent. of the population. 


It now remains to be seen whether the report 
will survive the stormy passage it is bound to 
receive in Parliament from that two-thirds, so 
many of whom represent the banks and insur- 
ance companies.

TO THE EDITOR, * REVEILLE” 
S the first man to volunteer 

~% to bomb 100 German towns 
in one night I want to prove 
that one squadron of the R.A.F. 
has the ability to beat the whole 
German Luftwaffe put together. 
As an Englishman, I want 
Britain to take the lead in this 
enterprise. If Britain, Amer- 
ica, or Soviet Russia allocated 
sixty bombers to this idea we 


could make sure of bombing 500. 


German towns in one night. 
One bomb-dropper of the 
R.A.F. (using long - range 
bombers) could set out to 
bomb 300 German towns in a 
week to demonstrate an 


“achievement objective” for. 


Bomber Command personnel. 

When we bomb only ten Ger- 
man towns in a night the people 
of more than 2,000 German 
towns are not even disturbed. 

We must inform the German 
people (through leaflets) that 
we intend to bomb Germany to 
blazes until they revolt against 
Hitler.

HELPING THE 
BOMB-AIMERS 


A!RWOMEN are now 

helping bomb-aimers 
to hit their targets accu- 
rately at a bombing range 
attached to a North of 


England station. 


Several girls are given the job 
of plotting the exact point where 
a practice smoke bomb bursts 
after being dropped from an air- 
craft. They also record the 
course of the aircraft during its 
bombing run. 

The accuracy of their work 
enables bomber crews to see ex- 
actly how near their bombs have 
fallen to the target. Any mis- 
takes they have made can be ex- 
plained by reference to the 
bomb plots. 


The girls work in two little 
brick towers, comfortably 
heated and built some distance 
from the target. 


In each tower an airwoman 
sits behind a measuring instru- 
ment. Through a large window 
she surveys the bombing area. 
Word is passed to the tower 
that an aircraft is coming over 
to bomb. It drones above the 
area. A practice bomb drops. 

The airwoman sees a white 
puff of smoke when the bomb 
hits the ground, and, by taking 
a bearing with the instrument— 
a quadrant sight—she plots the 
position of the burst. 


A combination of the plots 
from both towers fixes the 
exact spot where the bomb 
has fallen in relation to the 
target. 


Outside one tower another 
airwoman stands at a horizontal 
mirror about a yard square, 
fixed on a concrete pedestal. The 
mirror is marked in squares, 
and as the aircraft crosses the 
target area it is observed in the 
mirror and its line of attack 
plotted. 


Pieced together, this informa- 
tion determines the amount of 
error made by the bomb-aimer, 
who gradually builds up his 
technique for bombing the real 
targets.

AUTHOUGH no precise 
formation as to the 
number of soldiers’ debts 
caused by overissue of pay 
which have been written off 
by their C.O.’s is available, 
Sir James Grigg has. an- 
nounced that a considerable 
number of soldiers -have bene- 
fited by this new ruling. 


He was referring to Army 
Council Instruction 368, 
published — February 18, 
1942, which authorises 
Commanding Officers to write 
off a debt due to causes out- 
side the soldier’s own con- 
trol.
